Telegraphing at Sea. 


The telephotoes, an instrument in- 


vented by Mr. C. V. Boughton, of this 
city, by which vessels at sea can con- 
verse at long distances, has been placed 
on public exhibition, and is pronounced 
a success by experts. 
The instrument 


consists of a series of wires and electric- 
al connections, operated by a keyboard, 
by which 106 incandescent lights are 
controlled and made to produce the 
signals of the Morse telegraph alphabet. 
The wires number over 5,000 and occupy 
n space of only 11 by 12 inches. 
The 


dots of tho telegraph characters are rep- 
resented by two illnmmated lamps, the 
spaces by twelve umlluminated lamps, 
and dashes by twelve illuminated lamps. 


The inventor claims that US-candle 


power lamps can be seen at a distance 
of ten to fifteen miles. Mr. Boughton 
has secnrtd patents in this country and 
Europe. A complete instrument will be 
built and placed at the disposal of the 
United States government, to be exhib- 
ited on the model of the warship Chicago 
at thu World's fair.—Buffalo Letter.
